Final Rejection 

1 ■ Claims 1 -91 are cancelled. 

2. Claims 92-1 09 are pending. Claim 92 is independent. 

Response to Amendment 

3. The objection to claim 99 is withdrawn in light of applicant's remarks page 2 
paragraph 4. 

4. The rejection of claim 92 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is withdrawn in 
light of applicant's remarks page 3 paragraph 2. 

5. The rejection of claims 92-109 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Farmer (US 4,103,051) is maintained for the reasons recited in the previous office 
action and further explained below. 

6. Claim 102 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Farmer 
(US 4,103,051) in view of Eggleston et al. (US 3,396,446) is maintained for the reasons 
recited in the previous office action. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed September 1 6, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Specifically, Applicant's urge that Farmer does not teach 
branch chain amines. See Applicant's arguments pages 4-5. However contrary to 
Applicant's arguments, Farmer does teach branched amines. See Table 1 col.3 where 
Farmer teaches n-oleyl-1 ,3 propanediamine, n-tallow- 1 ,3 propanediamine, and various 
other branch chain amines.
